Cork, 4 h of July, 1825. 

I avail myself of an opportunity afforded 
by the brig Cambridge, bouud to New 
York, which will aail to morrow morning, 
to forward a sketch of my adventures by 
sea and land, since the date of my letter of 
the 25th ultimo, together with a fi e of the 
latest papers ol this city. The residue of 
my first voyage will be despatched in as 
few words as possible.

“At 10 o’clock on the night nf this storm, I 
Capt. Davis called me to the deck (for the i 
rain was so severe as to drive the passen- i 
gers to the cabin ) lor the purpose of 
witnessing what maiinert term a carpo i 
sainto, or sacred body—a phenomenon I 
was very anxious to see. A ball of fire 
was visible at the top of the main-mast, 
emitting a light not uulike tbit of a lamp. 
Indeed so striking was Ibe resemblance, 
that I at fir‘t suspected some one had been 
playing olf a quiz, by sending up a lamp, 
or that one of the crew was aloft with a 
light. But Ihe reality of the phenomenon 
was toon asceriained. As it never appears 
except in storms, some have supposed it lo 
be electrical; but the mate of the ship as¬ 
sured me, iliat he had often examined the 
substance emitting the light and fouud it 
to be a mass of jelly, apparently composed 
of quarls nr animalcule*, exactly similar to 
tho-e producing the pho*phoresence ol the 
ocean. This testimony, as well as my lim¬ 
ited observation, seems to corrubina'e the 
theoiy of Mr. Baldwin, broached in the 
Statesman, in the year 1822. 

When we had escaped the Gulf Stream, 
and had arrived at the Grand Bank, a sud¬ 
den an«l very sen-ible change took place in 
the temperature of the atmosphere indica¬ 
ted by our feelings and ool less by the 
thermometer and nitrometer. All the cloaks 
on board were put in requisition, and even 
these were scarcely sufficient to keep u» 
warm. We were upon the look-out lor 
mountains of ice, amidst the fogs which rin¬ 
stantly envelope this extensive shoal, June 
and July, are the months when these mas¬ 
ses of ice from the srctic regions arrive at 
this part of the ocean, and are frequently 
•een in the most fantastic forms, resembling 
enchanfyj Inlands, mountains, churches, 
and castles. The passengers were desi¬ 
rous of witnessing so great a curiosity. aU 
though they did not care to Clime very near 
to such dar,|rerou8 and formidable obstruc¬ 
tion? to navigation. The melting ol the 
ice creates a thick vapour around it, and 
vessels frequently run close upun ti e Hout¬ 
ing masses, before they are dftcoveted, as 
was the case with the Packet Liverpool, 
which was lost a year or two since. Our 
eyes were strained io vain, and a few days 
bore us beyond the region of these moun¬ 
tains from the pole. From the20ih to the 
22d of June inclusive, the ship lay in a 
dead calm.

From the American Farmer. 

WHITE KLIN F AND LAWLER WHEAT. 

Baltimore county. 

Having lately observed in the American 
Farmer an assertion or supposition, that 
the above kinds arc one aud the same 
wheat, and hnving raised the Lawler for 
several years, and the white flint the last 
season, it has afforded me an opportunity of 
judging correctly; and, I am of opinion, 
that there are no two sorts of wfieat which 
differ more in appearance than the above. 
The white flint produces more stalks from 
each grain, and each stalk is much larger 
and stronger; the blades are very broad aud 
stand op, but the blades of the Lawler arc 
long and slender, and haug down—gen¬ 
erally of a palef green than other wheat,, 
and the bottom blades die very early; but 
the former is a very datk green to the bot¬ 
tom until the wheat is of a considerable 
height, and ripens as early as the red 
chaffed bearded, whilst the latter ripens 
very lale. And from last year's experi¬ 
ence, I am decidedly of opinion, that the 
former is the best wheat 1 have sown; and 
have no doubt it possesses the qualities as¬ 
cribed to it ot resisting the Hy, as my crop 
was not the least affected whilst iny other 
sorts by the side of it, anil suu-n at the 
same lime was very much injured .* It is 
a fact that the stalk is solid two joints from 
the bottom, and part of the third. The 
grain was white and heavy, and produced a 
very good crop.

I tried the exjf?ri-| 
ment of selecting seed wheat from a warm 
gravelly soil in a warm part of the 
country, and other seed wheat of the same 
variety (the common red straw,) Irom b 
cold while clayey soil , in a very cold part 
of (he country. Both were sown at the 
same time, and upon contiguous ridges, 
when (be crop which sprang from the seed 
corn which had grown upon a warm gravelly 
soil ripened a fortnight before the other. 
The advantages of selecting such seed must 
be obvious. I have stated facts—the trans¬ 
actions of the Horticultural Society show 
that fruits, such as the apple and pear, and 
perelffiiai plants, acquire in hot climates 
habits of ripening lute, whilst cultivated 
natural plants ucquire the power of ripen¬ 
ing early, by having, through successive 
generations, had their period if maturity 
accelerated. The Scotch farmers purchase 
seed barley from the warmest soils in Lng- 
and; having found that the crop which springs 
from this will ripen upon their cold hills, 
nearly three weeks earlier than those vari¬ 
eties which have adapted (heir habits to their 
late and cold climates.”

WHEAT FROM ASIA. 
Jliddleburg. Mi. 2 d August, 1825. 
Sin.—I am happy in having an oppor¬ 
tunity of communicating tu you the suc¬ 
cess that resulted from the wheat that you 
were kind enough to present to me, that 
you represented as having beeu brought 
from Asia. The article under considera¬ 
tion, 1 distributed in small quantities a 
mong several of the most attentive and ob¬ 
serving agriculturalists in this neighbour¬ 
hood; all ihe reports of which coincide in 
every respect. The wheat was consigned 
to theearth.early this spring. It flourished 
well, and appeared to be equally pioliltc 
with the different varieties of this article 
that is so successfully cultivated in this 
country. The average length of the heads 
did not exceed three inches, and Ihe cir¬ 
cumference of which was about ail inch nod 
a half. The graiu was much larger, which 
circumstance, I am disposed to conclude, 
is to be attributed to its being new, and not 
having contracted to the usual size when 
properly dried. From the success of this 
article, being sown in the spring, I am led 
to believe, that in all probability, it has 
been brought from the southern part of 
Asia; and also, that this season of the year 
is the most proper time lo commit it to the 
earth. 

In relation to (lie “Cuba” tobacco seed, 
I am not as yet prepared to say any thing 
of an interesting nature, more, than (hat 1 
have about two hundred very fine plants 
that I shall be able to cut hi about two 
weeks; some of which I shall take great 
pleasure in presenting you with, as soon as 
I shall have it in a proper state to make use 
of. Mr. D. J. Poole, one ol ruj neighbours, 
is about housing, perhaps among the best to¬ 
bacco, at this lime in the couuty. I can¬ 
not conceive, tlial any sight could have 
been more gtalilyitig than dial of viewing 
about nine acres of ibis article, prior to its 
having been cut.

CHANGE OF WHEAT TO CHEAT. 

Geauga county,.July 22, 1825. 

Sin.— I have thought fit to communicate 
the following fact on the possibility ol 
changing the character of plants, elijciualing 
a subject sometime sioco contested in the 
harmer. It could be proved by a dozen 
witnesses in any courl. The wheal crop 
tailed here in 1822; that we importedveed 
Irom Jersey, under the denomination of 
“Early Turkey,” which turned out to be 
very late, and bearded. Last full Mr. 
Marshall sowed a lol on sandy silicious soil, 
which did well until February, when lie 
pastured thirty or forty sheep on it. When 
it headed the last of June, its character was 
almost entirely changed to‘cheat.’ There 
wa9 not a wheat stalk in one hundred of 
the cheat. At sowing, there might have 
been this proportion of cheat to the true 
crop, With my best wishes 1 remain.

Tbe following preamble and resolutions 
were submitted by Daniel Raymond, Esq. 
for the consideration of the Society, and 
after an able discussioD, unanimously a- 
dop'ed, viz: 

Whereas the system of negro slavery 
which exists in Maryland, is inconsistent with 
our republican institutions, incompatible 
with the Christian religion, and derogatory 
to the honour of the state—and whereas, 
under the existing laws of the slave states, 
the evils of slavery, instead of diminishing, 
are most rapidly increasing:—Therefore 
Resolved, 1st, That in the opinion of 
this Society, the legislature of Maryland 
ought to adopt more efficient measures than 
anv hi'herto adapted for tbe purpose ot ex¬ 
tirpating slavery from the slate. 

Resolved, 2d, That we conceive the only 
practical means of removing slavery from 
the state is by the pagsage of a law, fixing 
the date, after which all persona born in 
the state shall be free without regard to 
color. 

Resolved, 3d,That this Society will use 
its influence to procure tbe passage of aueb 
a law. 

Resolved, 4tb, That the non-slavehold 
•rs in tbe slate of Maryland and all olhers 
who are desirous of eradicating slavery 
from the slate, be requested to unite with 
us in the use of all legal and constitutional 
measures for the purpose of procuring the 
passage of stich a law. 

Resolved, 5tb, That we will use our in 
flueoce to promote, the election of Dele, 
gates to the Legislature, from the city ol 
Baltimore, who are favorable to the passage 
of such a law. 

Resolved, 6lh, That a committee of three 
members be appointed to agcei tain whether (

”A letter from the respectable house of 
Hyslop 8i Co. to General Monlxlla, our 
Commander in Chief, received per packet,

Thc above information, Capt. Clark states 
was fully confirmed by the Captain of tbe 
British Ship Ncw-Fork packet, of Londou, 
11 days out from Kingston, (Jam.) bound 
to London, which he spoke on the 17th 
August, off Cape Antonio. He also informs 
that upon its receipt at Savanilla the Chief 
Magistrate had the drum beat to arms, de¬ 
termining to embody the whole male popu 
lalion, capable of bearing arms, under the 
impression that this expedition was destin¬ 
ed against Colombia 

The precautionary measures adopted by 
Gen. Montilla, are such as might be ex 
peeled to arise from tbe excitement caused 
in the minds of the Colombians generally 
by the appearance of large French squad¬ 
rons in tbe vicinity of their extensive .coast, 
but the apprehensions of an invasion by 
France, in connection with any power, or 
individually, are groundless. France dare 
not attempt it, and the aid which she has 
given to Spain is intended for the purpose 
of securing the possession of the Island of 
Cuba, menaced by the powerful combina¬ 
tion alluded to in the first part of this arti¬ 
cle. The most extensive efforts have been 
made by the Spanish government to meet 
the impending attack—but crippled in her 
finances, distracted in her councils, and 
threatened by her own population, these 
exertions have hitherto availed nothing, and 
she is compelled to draw on tbe resources 
of her great ally to sustain the last re¬ 
mains of her power in (he Southern Hemis¬ 
phere

FROM INDIA. —We have received 
tlie Calcutta papers to the 20th of April, 
which we mentioned in our last. They 
contain the Official accounts of the capture 
of Arracan, from which it appears that tbe 
affair was conducted by the South Eastern' 
Division of tbe army under Brigadier Gen¬ 
eral Morrison, C. B. The preparations 
for the attack commenced on the 24th 
March, and if we may judge from tbe offi¬ 
cial reports, were conducted with great en¬ 
ergy and spirit up to the time of tbe capture. 
Many difficulties were encountered, owing 
to the enemy having chosen each an excel¬ 
lent position, being situated on a Peninsula, 
protected by a broad river, whose fords were 
only passable at nearly low water, and 
whose banks were not only steep, but were 
covered with sharp stakes. Tbe final at¬ 
tack was made at night, and the enemy’s 
atockbdp was gained without a single man 
being kilted, and with only a few being 
slightly wounded. The Burmese troops a- 
mounted to about 10,000 men under Atown 
Mungza, and were nearly annihilated—tbe 
report atiting that it waa more tbao proba¬ 
ble that not 1009 would reach Ava, and not 
even then but by tbe permission of the Gov¬ 
ernor General. Little or nothing of value 
was found in Arracan, and it was supposed 
that they had either secreted or carried off 
their valuables. 

It appears however, that tbe British arms 
was not successful in every instance, as the 
papers contain unfavorable accounts from 
Rangoon. The division under Sir Archi- 
btfd Campbell reached Sirave on the Ira- 
waddy (112 miles from Rangoon) on tbe 3d 
March, and eight days march from Prome, 
whither he was destined, without losing a 
man. It was the intention of tbe comman¬ 
der of the forces to halt at this place until 
he coaid communicate with Brigadier Gen¬ 
eral Cotton, or Whose operations subsequent 
to the capture of Palany, no accounts bad 
been received at Head Quarters down to 
the 4th of March

Embellishments of the Capitol .—The 
Washington Gazette informs us that Mr. 
Causici, the Sculptor employed^ to execute 
some of tbe embellishments for the Rotunda 
of the Capitol at Washington, has just fin¬ 
ished a group of four figures, representing 
tbe landing of the Pilgrims on plymoutbRock*) 
intended for the panoel over the door lead¬ 
ing to the Eastern Portico. The figures 
are the Pilgrim, bis wife and child, and an 
Indian. The pieee it thus described by tbe 
Gazette:— 

The Pilgrim, In the costume of the early 
part of tbe 1 Sth century, is represented in 
tbe act of stepping from the boat, to receive 
from the hands of the Indiao, who is seated 
on the rock, before him, an ear of com, 
which is tendered in tbe most friendly man¬ 
ner. A mixed expression of hesitancy and 
gratitude is visible in the countenance of 
the Pilgrim, who appears to doubt the sin¬ 
cerity of tbe Indian, whose stern aboriginal 
features form a fine contrast tb those of the 
Puritanical, but suffering adventurer.—Be¬ 
hind, in a boat, looking towards heaven, 
with an eye of devotional gratitude, for de¬ 
liverance from the sufferings and hardships 
of the voyage, stands the wife, with a child 
near her, whose countenance bears marks 
of those ‘‘watchings and fastings” shared in 
common with the intrepid band. We are 
inclined to think that the prominent fea¬ 
tures of the Pilgrim is the best eiecuted 
in the group, though we are aware that 
tbe Indian, who is a very striking object 
in the composition of the picture, from his 
brawny form and his pecufiar position on 
tbe rock, appears in bolder relief and may 
by many, be tiewed with mast gratification. 
Some of the planks of the scaffolding not 
being removed, we bad hot a full view of 
the execution of the rock and the water; but 
on tbe whole, tbe piece has a fine effect.” 

This is all very well. The Indians were 
very kind to our fathers when they landed 
on these shores, a feeble band of persecuted 
pilgrims, and it is butgratithde to commem¬ 
orate the distinguished benefits which they 
conferred upon us, by tbe chisel of the 
sculptor, on the front of the nation’s capitol. 
We think too, that there is a peculiar pro¬ 
priety in selecting the eastern portico for 
this design, not only because it looks to¬ 
wards tbe spot where our fathers landed; 
but because it looks Mwards the rising sun; 
and is therefore, the most suitable place 
for the representation of events connected 
with the morning of oiir national exist¬ 
ence. 

We understand that the doors of the 
southern and western porticos, are also to 
be ornamented with similar designs. On 
the smith, it is said, Pocahontas is to be 
introduced in connexion with some event 
in tbe early history of Virginia; and on (he 
west, another Indian by the side of Colonel 
Boon, tbe first settler of Kentucky. We 
see no peculiar propriety in these designs. 
The events which they are intended to 
celebrate, cannot be considered as national 
epochs. They do not mark any great pe¬ 
riod io the progress of our history. Let us 
wait a few months and see what Congress 
intend to do with the Creeks. If they shall 
order them to be driven from their lands,

We ar6 told (indeed the tumbling in of 
the waHg is a sufficient evidence of the fact,) 
that tbe walls of these buildings have been 
constructed in the most frail and scandalous 
manner. Tbe mortar in which the bricks 
were laid, is composed almost entirely of 
sand, with scarcely a sprinkling of firne, and 
bot a very small number of anchors were 
used., Tbe ormes of the master builders, 
we learn, are Nichols, the mason, and Aus¬ 
tin, the carpenter. It is possible that the 
fault of tbe bad materials may rest else¬ 
where; but if not, we care not how severe¬ 
ly they are made to suffer for this danger¬ 
ous and disgraceful experiment. In the 
mean time we agree with the suggestion of 
a morning paper, (bat it would be well for 
the proper authorities to look to tbe other 
buildings, and take measures to preven: 
further exposure to the loss of lives by their 
fall.

A subsequent account from Rangoon or 
the 30tb March states, that General Cot¬ 
ton had keen repeatedly attacked io tbe po¬ 
rtion to which he retreated after the affair 
of Donabew. The enemy’* war boat# had 
become formidable, sod it waa not deemed 
prudent to Irust. the steam vessel too near 
them, a* her capture or destruction would 
be severely ’felt. Donabew ia said to be 
the strongest hold in tbe Durman Empire, 
being circumv&llated with three intrenched 
stockades, and in the approach to it there 
were two others. 

Rassein waa taken possession of on the 
4tb of March, without opposition; tbe Bur- 
mane driving #w*y the population, and re¬ 
tiring after.tettiag fire to tbe town and de¬ 
stroying five ship* which they bad there.

States, who, on presenting to His Majesty 
bis letter of recredence, addressed him in 
the following terms: 


Family, and for the prosperity of your peo¬ 
ple. May the Supreme Creator of the U- 
niverse preserve add prosper your Majesty 
for many year?.’? 

w His Majesty received Mr. Nelson with 
his usual kindness and benevolence. 


“With your Majesty’s permission, 1 
have the honor to present to you a letter 
from the President of the Uoited States, 
addressed to your Majesty, their great and 
good friend. 

“The President of the United States, 
whom I have had the honor of representing 
for some time at the Court of your Majes¬ 
ty, on permitting me to return to my coun¬ 
try, has charged me to avail myself of tbe 
occasion of taking leave of your Majesty to 
assure you of the continuance of his friend¬ 
ship, and of his sincere desire to preserve 
and consolidate the harmony and good un¬ 
derstanding Which happily subsist between 
both nations. 

“I am likewise coramisfcioned to assure 
your Majesty, that President Adame, re¬ 
cently advanced to the Chief Magistracy 
of the United States, is animated by the 
same sentiments of good will and friendship 
towards your Majesty apd tbe Spanish na¬ 
tion which were entertained by bis prede¬ 
cessor President Mottroe; and that Presi 
dent Adams will cheerfully avail himself of 
every opportunity which may be presented 
to him, during his administration, to de¬ 
monstrate the sincerity of these sentiments, 
adopting on his part whatever measures 
may tend to strengthen and perpetuato 
harmony and friendship between both gov 
ernments. 

“I have been also directed to represent 
to your Majesty, that, although there still 
exist some unsettled questions which arose 
between the two government*, and which 
were presented by me to the government of 
your Majesty, nevertheless President Ad* 
ams places the utmost confidence in tbe 
justice and uprightness of your Majesty, 
and, therefore, trusts that these questions 
will be decided in a fair and liberal manner, 
and that my successor; Alexander H. Ev¬ 
erett, who sometime since resided in the 
capacity of Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
United States at the Court of the King of 
the Low Countries, apd who is now about 
to fill the same station near Ihe person of 

{ oar Majesty, nay Be enabled to bring to a 
appy conclusion all the negotiation* pend¬ 
ing. 

‘‘On taking leave of yoor Majesty, I can¬ 
not do less than express to you my profound 
gratitude for the kindness and good-will 
which you have manifested towards me on

FROM SPAIN, July 10. 

[Extract of a letter , received at Boston /] 

“The present impoverished state of this 
once rich and flourishing country is painful 
even to think of, but the daily experience 
of a total Iobs of trade and credit forces tbe 
subject on us, though reluctantly. Still 
there are great resources in tbe country that 
would relieve the distressed inhabitants, 
were proper steps taken. There is scarce¬ 
ly a province without mines, that can be 
worked to a good account. The lead mines 
of Adra are lucrative to the proprietors, 
and they are daily opening new ones, and 
have a ready vent for all they produce. 
Similar ones have lately been opened io the 
neighbourhood of Malaga, which it is be¬ 
lieved will be equally lucrative, add to 
these there are mines of Iron which can be 
worked with great success, and by having 
a good stream of water nearly on the spot, 
hoops and nails might easily be made, and 
prove a lucrative branch; but there arc 
many impediments in the way, (the want 
of capital, confidence in government, &.c ) 
which deter enterprizing people from open 
ing a new branch of business, though trade 
is at an entire stand, and those who are 
concerned in agricultural pursuits, have 
suffered this year very severely, having 
collected but little more wheat (in the pro 
vince of Andalusia) than what has been 
sown. Io consequence of which, permission 
for the introduction of wheat is to continue 
till the 30th Aug. 

The city of Malaga, it appears, has late¬ 
ly been threatened by a rise of the Royal¬ 
ists, against the present system and govern¬ 
ment of F.; and they would have declared 
in favour of Charles, had not the diabolical 
plan been discovered by the Government 
the day it was to have taken place, other¬ 
wise many lives and much property would 
have been sacrificed. 

It is believed other provinces were ac¬ 
quainted with the plan, which was exten¬ 
sive, but thanks to God, it was fortunately 
crushed in the bud. 

This you see is a division amongst the 
faithful Royalists. The constitutional par¬ 
ty no longer exists, being satisfied and dis¬ 
gusted with the past pursuits. An unen¬ 
lightened, prejudiced nation, with much 
difficulty can bring about a reform io gov¬ 
ernment, particularly when the mass of the 
people are without morality.” 

From the Baltimore Jlmerican, Sept. 10. 

The National Journal of yesterday con¬ 
tains a sketch ot the cruizes of the different 
vessels attached to the naval force in tbe 
West India seas for the suppression of pi¬ 
racy. 

The United Slates brig of war Spark, 
having received orders from Com. War¬ 
rington, cruized three months on the south 
side of Cuba, made diligent search after pi¬ 
rates and found none—examined the island 
and all the adjacent keys—proceeded to 
Sr. Jago de Cuba, anchored there; and 
sent the boats along the whole coast from 
Cape Cruz to Trinidad. The ship John 
Adams examined the whole of the Cuba 
coast from Porto del Mariel to Porto de 
Cavannas, and from Babia Honda to Cape 
AiUonio; saw no pirates. The steam gal¬ 
liot Sea Gull, explored the river Palma 
and the whole coast to Point Yeacos, and 
examined tbe keys between the Matanzas 
and St. Juan de lallemedius, but met with 
nothing suspicious. The Hornet searched 
the coast on the south side of Cuba as far 
down as the isle of Pines, examined tbe 
river Cakaqua, where a boat was found 
with some suspicious articles, and some 
huts which were empty. The hands saw a 
boat coming from the bushes, which was a- 
bandnned—the party pursued them to the 
huts, which they destroyed—searched all the 
keys and Coast, and found nothing more 
suspicious. Lt. Com. Stoat, in the Gram¬ 
pus, captured the piratical vessel comman¬ 
ded by Cofrecinos, who, as our readers 
have already been informed, some months 
since, swam on shore, and was afterwards 
taken, and, with ten of his crew, put to 
death by the authorities of Porto Rico 
The Grampus was afterwards ordered to 
cruize between Cape Antonio and the Isle 
of Pioes: she accordingly explored with her 
boats every part of the coast where there 
was a probability of finding a pirate, but 
without falling in with a suspicious object. 
After performing this duty in the most vig¬ 
ilant and active manner, the Grampus an 
chored at Matanzas late in the month of 
July. Tlie Terrier examined the Double 
Headed Shot Keys, re-examined them, as 
well as the coast, heard of nothing but one 
Colombian privuteer—visited the Bahia de 
Cadiz and all the fishing establishments and 
keys between that place and Matanzas; 
found no pirates.—Tbe frigate Constella¬ 
tion, ship Decoy, and schooner Shark, al¬ 
though for a great part of the season they 
have been in the West Indie seas, saw no 
pirates. 


an,.together with n large quantify of gar¬ 
den seeds, have also been received at dif¬ 
ferent times from Ihe same source. Of the 
seeds, a part were presented to the Horti¬ 
cultural Society of New Yoik; and of the 
vines, some have been distributed in that 
vicinity, and Ihe remainder in Providence,

The following novel employment of some 
of our Mexican neighbours, ia extracted 
from Bullock’s travels in Mexico. 

“In the piggeries, they will have from 
800 to 1000 swine in number confined in 
styes of well built sheds, about 30 feet deep, 
with roofs decending very low; and having 
the entrance through low arches, before 
which is an open space the whole length of 
the yard, and about 24 feet wide, in the 
centre of which is a kind of aqueduct, built 
of stone, and filled with clean water, sup¬ 
plied from > well at the end of tbe premises. 
The hogs can only put their ooses into this 
water through holes in the trail, which pre¬ 
vents their dirtying it, as it pluses through 
the whole division of the yard. This is tbe 
only, liquid given them: and their food is 
maize or Indian corn, slightly moistened, 
and scatteied at staled hours on the ground, 
which in the yard as well as the place 
where they sleep is perfectly diy aud clean. 

1 wo Indian lads are employed, from mor¬ 
ning tiH night, in settling disputes, or lit¬ 
tle bickerings, that may aiise among the 
happy inhabitants of this community, and 
in singing them to sleep. The boys are 
chosen for the strength of their lungs, and 
their taste and judgment in delighting the 
ears and lulling the senses of this amiable 
harmonic society; and succeed each other 
in chaunting during the whole day, to the 
great delight and edification of the audi¬ 
ence, who seem fully to appreciate the mer¬ 
its of the performers. The proprietor of 
one of those establishments himself atten¬ 
ded us, and explained tbe use of the vari¬ 
ous apartments. He as»u*ed me that the 
premises cost him sixty thousaud dollars, 
and that his sales amounted to about two 
thousand dollars per week; indeed, his 
display of diamonds, and his three splen¬ 
did carriages with fioe horses standing in 
the yard, bespoke him a man of some opu¬ 
lence and importance. 11 is stock are bred 
at a farm belonging to him at Otumba,and 
driven to Mexico to be fattened, when eight 
months old.

This cave or castle, is one of the great¬ 
est natural curiosities in the world; it is a 
cave in the air, if I may so call.it. The 
only way of getting access to the mouth of 
it, is by ascending a precipice of 200 feet, 
by four ladders one of which is drawn up 
before the other is let down. Tbe interior 
■will bold a small body -of troops very con¬ 
veniently.—Ulysses had stocked it with 
amunition and provisions for teh years. It 
is absolutely impregnable, the entrance be¬ 
ing so formed, that no cannon shot or shell 
can enter. In the interior is a fine spring 
of water, which it is impossible to cut oil".

I was travelling up the Hudson, nu board 
of a steam boat, when a circumstance oc¬ 
curred, the recollection of which, is truly 
pleasing: I remember that it was a delight¬ 
ful afternoon in summer; the sky was se¬ 
rene, and the sweet balmy zephyrs played 
upon the face of the tranquil liver.
